YELLOW JACK ROUTED. 


There1 was a time when almost every. ..tropical 


port was infested with yellow, fever. . In. those 
days .the war against ''Yellow Jack" wa.s the 
outstanding health crusade of the world. To- 
day, according to a veporl of the Itockcfdler 
Foundation on the work ot the International 
Health jBoard, the disease is to be found only 
in certain parts of Mexico, northern Brazil, 
and on Hie west coast of Africa. 
For more 


than a year'no cases have been reported in the 
Gulf regions of the United States, the "\Yost 
Indies, Central America or the west coast of 
South America, nil of which have suffered 
heavily in the past. 


This history of yellow fever is one of epi- 


demics spreading over large areas and leaving 
poverty and distress in their wake. Ships from 
fro pica} waters are said to have brought it to 
(he Mediterranean in 11M7. Spain was visited 
five limes; Lisbon suffered more than any 
Kuropean city, 0000 losing their lives there in 
1S57. 
New York, Rio Janeiro and Guayaquil 


have tragic stories to relate, concerning one 
or more visitations. 
The Kcsv York HcraJil 


has dug up an okl account of the epidemic 
there in 1822, which contains the following: 


/.'Saturday, the 24th of August, our city pre-
